once spin, thanks to the Supreme Court's unfor¬ 
tunate decision In the Webster case* it's lime for 
gays and lesbians, and particularly py men., to 
restate our committment to the rights at women 
to unrestricted actcsw to safe, affordable abortion. 

Some gay men question why abortion, which they think 
affects primarily sleight women, is a gay Issue. The answer 
us simple. Abortion is primarily about power, the power of 
society to control whal a person, in this case a pregnant 
woman, can or Cannot do wilh her own body. There is a 
clear, direct parallel berween society's desjje io exert control 
over women through abortion restrictions and its desire to 
criminalize gays and lesbians through sodomy laws and 
legalized discrimination. 

Wc should all recognize what our enemies have long 
known: There is either a right to privacy or chert isn't. If 
society accepts the fundamental freedoms that a right 10 pri¬ 
vacy implies, then it is obligated to accept both the tight to 
abortion and the rights of gay men and lesbians. If them is 
no such privacy right, society has no such obligations. 

U r h no accident ihat ihosc who seek to restrict abortion 
are also at tine from lines of die anti-gay movement, fnr boLh 
conservative goals are basically the same: to noU back ihe 
gains of ihe sexual revolution, throwing women back inlo 
the kilchcns and back alleys and gays back into the detect. 
Ami-abortionists arc essentially anti-sex, and there is a 
strong flavor of punishment and retribution in (heir ideology. 
They believe that sensual pleasure is a crime, the punish¬ 
ment for which should be enforced pregnancy, or prison, or 
AIDS. Theif ideology has caused centuries of silent suffering 
for gay men, lesbians and all women. It si ill causes suffering 
today. 

Some thought that tlie abortion issue was settled forever 
by Roe ia wade. The reality is that the issues of bath abor¬ 
tion and lesbian and gay rights will never be settled- There 
will always be those who fear sex, who haie women and 
Llieir bodies, who, in their repression, wis-h to oppress oth¬ 
ers. Wc will always have CO right. Whii we must Learn to do 
is right together, lesbians have been prescient in recognizing 
their siake in fighling AIDS. They understand the basic intcr- 
oonnecEednets of AHK F lesbian rights and their struggles as 
women. Gay men should be no Less intelligent. Abortion is 
as important a gay man's issue as any we have before us 
today. ▼

NEW YORK—Over ■fQ demonstrators, 
most of them from ACT UP. were 
wait in r for Rudolph Giuliani when he 
stepped out of his limousine for a 
breakfast meeting with members of 
| the lesbian and ga.y community on 
Thursday morning, July 13- Giuliani's 
appearance at the meeting, which is a 
monthly evenL, was arranged by Vir¬ 
ginia Apuz2,o h formerly Governor 
Cuomo'j liaison to the Lesbian and 
J gay community* and now deputy 
director of the staLe Consumer Prctec- 
iion board, Ai the Republican may- 
oral candidate made his way past Lhe 
crowd into Company restaurant on 
Third Avenue, he was greeted with 
calls of 'shame" and "big^ot" from the 
demonstrators. 

The protestors, like many in the 
lesbian and gay community* were 
enraged over Giuliani's opposition to 
Mayor Koch's proposed executive 
order granting bereavement leave to 
same sex couples in city employment. 
Giuliani has also said he did noi sup¬ 
port the legal redefinition Of family to 
include lesbians and gays, 

Era Manhoff, an organizer of the 
pjotesL outside the restaurant, said 
that the lesbian and gay community 
would not put up with politicians 
who "gay bash in public and then go 
behind closed doors and make nice. 
We want him 1C see Otir anger and 
wc want to let Kim know it's real and 
he's gonna hive to deal With it’ he 
said. Minhoff also claimed that "what 
was attempted here today was a 
back room meet mg with Giuliani 
where our so-called leaders were 
going to smooth things out for us." 
ManKoff said that members of ACT 
UP had been denied access io break¬ 
fast forums in the past, and that there 
may be some form of protest against 


the ftmim taken by ACT UP in the 
future. 

Giuliani made his statements 
regarding bereavement and gay fami¬ 
lies after accepting the invitation to 
the forum. "We had no idea Lhal that 
was his position on family * Apuzzo 
told Gurf^fi '"We certainly didn't 
think that he was going to posture 
himself as the community’s best 
friend, but we did feel that it was 
Important to go out of the Republican 
candidate an opinion on a spectrum 
of issues thzi are critical for this com¬ 
munity. " ApuZZo fell that regardless of 
his views, the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity should demand that he 


laani referred to what he said were 
'unfair cha factorial ions" of him* and 
said he was offended deeply at being 
called a "gay basher." "I'm not 4 
stereotype,' he Lold those assembled.

He stated that one of the City's 
priorities should be updating the 
'antiquated" health care system and 
dealing more effectively with the 
AIDS crisis, although he provided no 
Specific plans.

Giuliani answered yes, hut stressed 
that he was*not malting a fudgme-nt on 
any lifestyle. Giuliani, who once stud¬ 
ied for the phesthood, Said be saw no 
contradiction between* chat view and 
his views on the dtfmi Ion of a family. 
\My bar kground and my tradition cods 
Up giving me certain views on she 
world, and a certain way of looking at 
life. Therefore,. 3 have difficulty WiLh 
broadening that concept.’ 

Giuliani was also asked why he 
did not march in this year's gay pride 
parade, with the other mayoral candi¬ 
dates. "The reasons [ didn't march in 
the parade is because of some of ihe 
displays that l J ve seen in the past in 
front of Saint Patrick's Cathedral...that 
1 consider unseemly/ When pressed, 
Giuliani mentioned only Sister Boom 
Boom, a member of the efOS^-dress- 


ing Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence, 
based In San Francisco. This was met 
by guffaws and moans from through¬ 
out the room, as Sister Boom Boom 
has never been to New York City oj 
appeared in New York's parade, Con¬ 
tacted in San Francisco, the man who 
formerly was Sister Room Boom told 
Owfitfe^fc that he had "given up his 
habhs H foul years ago, pa ft rally 
because it was p Loo easy a scapegoat 
for the r^ht wing* 

Giuliani stated several times dur¬ 
ing the morning that he is a^inst any 
kind of discrimination. After one such 
afftfmaiion, David Wertheimer of the 
Lesbian and Gay Anti-Violence Project 
asked, "Would lyouj therefore support 
the right of lesbian and gay couples 
to marry under ihe law^ 

'No, ¥ replied Giuliani firmly, *1 
don't support the extension of the law 
to that degree. 1 don't sec that as dis¬ 
crimination." Giuliani went on to say 3 
"3 donl think it would be wj$e for the 
slate of New York to extend the cate¬ 
gories of marriage to include- gay and 
lesbian marriages... because of the tra¬ 
dition of thousands and ihousands of 


years." 

As he continued to speak about 
fair treatment for gays and lesbians, 
many challenged his inconsistencies, 
"If you don't support the [Rraseha] 
court decision, you don't support gay 
marriage* you don't support a liberal¬ 
ization of the definition of the family, 
then how do you propose- to solve 
the problem of surviving partners of 
persons with AIDS who lose the 
apartments thaL they have lived in for 
a good part of their life?* asked on* 
person, {The Braschi decision allowed 
the surviving lover of 1 man who died 
from AIDS IO remain in their rcnL-con- 
trelied apartment.) 

Giuliani replied, ’! support 
thc^Atnanfi rights decision that 
applies to everyone...that gives those 
rights to people who live logcther 
whether they are gay, lesbian, elderly 
people..and that is a way of solving 
the problem without extending neces¬ 
sarily the definition of marriage or 
family relationships in jrust one cate¬ 
gory." 

^hen asked about extending 
health care services to include life 
partners., Giuliani had fiq definite 
answer. Td have to take a look at 
that-■-as to whether or not as a Legal 
mailer lhat was justifiable.* 

Giuliani is clearly not in favor of 
«tual benefits for lesbian and gay life 
partners, and he expressed his doubts 
again about 'opening the door ic a 
whole range of expenditures at a time 
in which we need money. Unless we 
create more revenue and wc make 
some discrimination, and 1 mean that 
now In a legal sense." lie Lbcn quick¬ 
ly changed his won^ng, ■] should say 
make some distinction," He proposed 
a case-by-ease basis for deciding 
bereavement leave in the workplace, 
with a department head having the 
ultimate authority. Ibis, according to 
Giuliani, would reduce the costs ho 
foresees with a broader application of 
this policy. 

One of the final comments was 
made by Tom Stoddard, executive 
director of Lambda legal Defend and 
Education Fund: 'You cant say on the 
one hand you oppose discrimination, 
and on the oaher hand say, well, if it's 
going to cost something, I guess dis¬

NEW YORK—After weeks of intensive 
negotiations between the Bristol 
MyerS Company and members of ACT 
UP/Ncw York, the drug giant last

week said it was willing io increase 
access to a new anti-viral drug, even 
before the drug is proven effective in 
clinical trials. 

The news was received with 
optimism among AIDS activists, who 
say Lhe new drug, ddl (didoeutyino- 
sine) could be as effect iwe, and per¬ 
haps less toxic, than ATT. ThaL drug is 
currently the only FDA-approved 
produ-cl being used to directly fight 
HIV, the virus thought by many io 
cause AIDS. Other AIDS drugs, like 
aerosolized pentamidine, are used IO 
creai the opportunist infect ions asso¬ 


ciated ^rith ALI>S. 

This is a major victory for lire 
AIDS activist movement." said Peter 
Slatcy of ACT UP/Ncw York. 
"Although il remains to be seen how 


widely distributed this drug will be." 

Bristol Myers will begin testing 
the experimental drug in the 1X5. and 
Canada this September tn clinical In¬ 
als partially sponsored by the t^u 
governments. The tests will be con¬ 
duced on a limned number of people 
who meet the rigid requirement set 
down by clinical drug trials. 

But Bristol Myers wants to 
expand access to die drug to include 
those not enrolled in any dinieal tri_al. 
Drug companies call this the "Com¬ 
passionate use" system because it 
gives thousands of people access to 


THE DISTPI UmiC N DEBATE 

While AIDS activists applauded lhe 
decision, they said Bristol Myers has 
so far failed, to take the idea erne step 
further and collect data on the peo¬ 
ple taking ddJ who are not enrolled 
ill one of the organized clini¬ 
cal trials. This is known AS 
testing a drug on Lhe 'parallel 
track." It is preferred by ACT 
UP and other AIDS advocates 
because Ll allows researchers 
to learn Far more about the 
drug, and an far less time, 

"The parallel track tests a 
drug in the community...in 
the real world where the 
drug eventually will Be used," 
explained Jim Eigo of ACT 
UP. "]t is humane, efficient 
and badly needed, now.* 

"Bristol Myers would not 
give us mure details on how 
lhe drug will be distributed," 
AIDS active Mark Harrington 
told OwJltffoefe "All we know at 
(his point is that compassion¬ 
ate use of ddJ will begin lhe 
first week |n September, 1 
which is when the clinical tri¬ 
als for efficacy begin, are 
pleased with lhe decision, although 
ACT UP wants to apply the parallel 
track with ddl, rather than just com¬ 
passionate use.' 

Bristol Myers spokesperson 
Susan Vatin told QulWeek chat lhe 
company was still deciding how to 
distribute lhe drug., "If don't have 
any labels yet, we don't know 
whether to call it compassionate 
use, parallel track or what," she 
said. "We are just now winding 
down tests for safety. Once that data 
is reviewed and accepLed by the 
FDA, then we can decide how to 
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proceed! 

A PRODUCT OF NEGOTIATIONS 

Harrington said Bristol Myers' deci¬ 
sion came after a scries of meetings 
kiwefn company execuLEvfii and 
ACT UP members, "TOe met with them 
In June, and cold them we wirin-d. ddl 
distributed broadly after Phase It (effi¬ 
cacy) trials began. That same day, 
Anthony Fauci (Director of the 
National Institute for Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, or NIA1D) 
announced his support for the parallel 
trade Idea! 

ACT UP met with the compa¬ 
ny—and Fauci— a second time and 
then, after a third meeting on July 30, 
Bristol Myers announced on July 
that it would 'nuke ddl available 10 
AIDS patients for whom treatment 
under an emergency or compassion¬ 
ate drug program would be appropri¬ 
ate/ according 10 a statement 
released by the company. 

There wa* speculation in the 
AIDS community over the sudden 
change of heart by Bristol Myers, 
which had previously seemed reluc¬ 
tant to release unproven drugs into 
the communAy-at-Urge. The decision 
came Just four days after a historic 
summit meeting at Columbia Universi¬ 
ty between AIDS activists, govern¬ 
ment health officials and 
pharmaceutical company spokesper¬ 
sons. Although lnvited B Bristol Myers 
did not attend Lhc conference. 

But did the well-publicised con- 
fercncc^-whkh dealt with communi¬ 
ty-based testing of new AIDS 
drugs—have an effect on Bristol 

Myers? 

P 1 don't think so/ Harrington 
sakS- 'I think it was more a result of 
the large AIDS demonstrations held in 
Toronto," "on July 3 J t the same day 
that Bristol Myers announced its deci¬ 
sion. 

That demonstration was orga¬ 
nized by AIDS Action Nov h a Canadi¬ 
an group similar to ACT UP 

Yarin insisted there was 'no out¬ 
side influence" over Bristol Myers' 
decision, or Its liming. "Wc had 
already discussed wider distribution 
among ourselves. It has been our 
intent for some time," she said. 


RESERVATIONS REMAIN 

There arc still reservations a hour Tifis- 
lol Myers* intentions. Many activists 
pointed out ihai lhc company 
promised to distribute the drug only 
'for whom ddt is critical," but did not 
define the term- 

"■fitfe believe that people who 

want and need to take the drug 
should be allowed access/ Harring¬ 
ton said. "It should be made avail¬ 
able to those who can't take AZT, 
for those who live too far from an 
AZT program but still need an anti¬ 
viral! 

One answer, activists say, is to 
distribute dd[ through malbd com¬ 
munity-based clinical trials, and thus 
expand access to the drug. Dr. Joseph 
Sonnabend h who hcl|Kd found the 
Community Research Initiative, a New 
York group ihat conducts community- 
based trials, told OxiHFcdfr that he 
hoped ddl would be made available 
on the parallel track. 

"There arc curremly -some commu¬ 
nity-based trials of ddl underway. tXe 
hope this can be expanded/ he said. 

Sonnabcnd said there were no 
plans yet in New York lo distribute 
ddl on a compassion?^ use or par¬ 
allel track basis, noting that "this is 
all very recent stuff! Bui ho said 
CRT and other groups 'certainly are 
willing" to begin widespread testing 
of the drug. 

Bristol Myers said the drug 
wilt tome in a powder form, and 
must be mixed with a buffer and 
then taken with liquid. The buffer 
prevents stomach acids from 
breaking down the drug. ‘"But Lhis 
means whole new ways of taking 
a substance. We wonder how 
much education and outreach will 
be done," Harrington said. 

"We need to know how ddl 
will be distributed. Will there be 
access for poor people? fcf tllftSC in 
city hospitals and those without pri' 
mary care? People need to know 
ddl is available, and they will need 
to know how to take it," he said.

Dinkins was the first to arrive, and 
sat next to two empty chairs Tor die 
first half hour, fielding questions alone 
unLil Goldin arrived.. Ravirfdh came in 
over an hour Eate. The staggered 
entrances made it impossible to ask all 
three candidates the same questions, 
but it soon became apparent that all 
three could be concise and ajtkulate 
in Eftost of their responses, 

A four-member panel grilled Lite 

candidates on AIDS education, dis¬ 


crimination, clean needle exchange 
programs, housing and HIV testing. 
Question* were furnished 10 the can¬ 
didates in advance, providing for bet¬ 
ter informed, if less spontaneous 
answers. In fact, Dinkins at times read 
his responses directly from note* pre¬ 
pared by his staff.

Defense Lawyer Calls Him '"Good Samaritan”

NEW YQHK — A 19-year-old high 
school (dfopow From Bergen County, 
New Jersey, was found guihy of par- 
tiCipating pn a gang assault on William 
Sutton,, a gay man who (s the co- 
owner of The First bite* a restaurant 
ac 25# Fourth Street, in Green¬ 
wich Village. David Noccra,, the 
teenager,, wji convicted of third 
degree assault and hara.^mcni on 
July U by Judge JoAnn Ferdinand 
in Manhattan Criminal Court. 

Suuofl and a companion, Fo$i 
Capenson, were attacked on Octo¬ 
ber 2?, i#8S, after sharing a mid¬ 
night meal at Sutton's restaurant, 
where he i* the chef. Sutton w** hit 
over the head by a beer bottle by 
another assailant and punched in 
the face by Noccra. 

Nocera is presently serving a 
three-year felony probation in New 
Jersey for three counts of conspira¬ 
cy to sell marijuana. 

Reacting to the guilty verdict, 
Sutton told GwllteeJ^ "1 am happier 
today than whoever won the £24 
million lottery." 

According to testimony given 
by Sutton and others ai the 
Nocera's trial, Sutton and Caperson 
observed two carloads of teenaged 
boys and girts across the Street. Ten 
to 12 people emerged from Lire cars 
and began swinging beer bottles, 
yelling anti-gay cpiiiids and urinat¬ 
ing in the street. Sutton asked Ins 
business partner to call the police, buL 
she was told that due lo die change 
of shift at the Sixth Frecinct, no radio 
car was available, according to Sutton. 

At that point Button and Caper- 
son left the restaurant, while the part¬ 
ner locked the door behind them. lhe 
gang began Co yank on the locked 
door handles, yelling, "kill the fags/ 
and "kill the homos/ according to 
testimony, Sutton said that when Ihe 
intervened* he was told by Noccra to 
'mind your own faggot business," 

Staton was ihen ha over Lhe head 


wilh a beer bottle by another assa il ant, 
and punched in lhe face by Nocera. 
Although customers and neighbors 
came LO his aid. another of the group, 
Frank 'tfaJsh, allegedly hit him across 
lhe forehead with an ax handle, caus¬ 
ing a deep gash from which SuiiOft 
began to Weed profusely. 

The teenager* got back into their 
cars and returned to New jersey,

Nine days later, Noccra was 
traced ihrough his license pi Me num¬ 
ber lo his home in Palisades Park, 
New Jersey, tie was positively identi¬ 
fied by Sutton in a police line up, 
Wallh was subsequently arrested and 
charged with felony assault.

In court on July H, George 
Ko^ikas, an IB-ycar-cld student, and 


a friend of Noceras, testified that 
Noon was forced to fight with Sut¬ 
ton and Caper son after they accosted, 
a female friend of theirs lie daimed 
that Noccra pined the melee only 
after Sutton, Caperson, and 'five or 
six Other guys" threw Kostikas up 
against a car and began heating him 
when he fried to protect his female 
friend from their advances. Nocerm's 
attorney, Lament Traynor, argued that 
Noccra was a 'good Samaritan' who 
only interceded CO protect his ff lend 
According IQ David Wertheimer, 
executive director of the Gay and Let 
bian Ami-Violence Project, the 
attack is typical of most attacks on 
gay men occurring In New York 
City, because it involved a gang of 
young men from out of state, travel¬ 
ling with young women, and 
engaging in violent acts in front of 
them. 

According to Katie Doran, the 
liaison lo lhe lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity from the Manhattan Distrkl 
Attorney's GFTioe p of the 400 cases 
reported lo the Ami-Violence Pro¬ 
ject law year* ocily 51 entered ihe 
legal system. "The persistence of 
the victims in ibis case/ said 
Wertheimer* ‘is exemplary and 
should be saluted." 

An ami-bias bill which died in 
committee during this year's legisla¬ 
tive session in Albany would have 
mandated that any assault case 
involving bias based on race, sexu- 
altiy, gundcr or religion aulonwtkally 
be charged one degree higher than 
Lee Snider simpH-e assault. Because of the 
absence of such legislation, Noccra 
was charged and convicted of a lesser 
misdemeanor. Had the bias bill been 
passed, Nceera *™id have automati¬ 
cally faced a more serious punishment. 

The difference between Sutton's 
behavior at the trial and that of 
Noccra was quite distinct, Sutton 
testified somberly, speaking very seri¬ 
ously. Noccra and a friend continually 
ginned and chuckled.

U.S. Rebuffs Lover’s Search Attempts

OAKLAND, California—David

George'S lover, William Bqmbrla, 
said the musician telephoned him 
from the Thai resort island of Ko 
Samui in the Gulf of Thailand off the 
Malay Pen insula on May 13- Accord¬ 
ing to his travel plans, George w« 
scheduled to leave Thailand May 19 
by air For Athens, and wji to have 
then traveled to Corfu. Venice and on 
to Vienna on June 7. Friends whom 
he was to- visit in the Austrian capital 
■old Bombria that they never heard 
from George. 

From Vienna, he was supposed 
lo have [raveled by [rain to Amster¬ 
dam for a return flight home via 
Vancouver. George was not aboard 
his return flight July 5 when Bombria 
went to meet It. 

After calls Eo the friends in Vien¬ 
na, George's brother who lives in 
Vancouver, and the musician's parents 
in Wisconsin, Rombria went to the 
Oakland police and reported his 
lover missing. 

The American Embassy in 
Bangkok told Bombria only that they 
have no record of any U.S. citizens in 
hospitals or in pils during die period of 
George's stay in the oountiy. Similarly, 
the Stale Department in Washington, 
D.C- gave Bombria the "cold shoulder" 
when he coniatied ihem, and informed 
him that despite Eheif 11-year relation¬ 
ship, Bombria had "no interest in Lhc

had not been used to leave Thailand.

Warning Sticker Legislation Introduced in Pennsylvania

HARK1SBLKG, Pennsylvania.—A bill 
mandating lilt Slftkcring of musldl 
ROOnUngS containing lyrics “ descrip¬ 
tive of, advocating or encouraging 
suicide, sodomy h incest K bestiality, 
sadomasochism, adultery or ocher 
forms of sexual acLiviLy in a Violent 
context" was introduced into the 
Pennsylvania Stale Legislature June 
13, and is availing action in lhai 
body's Judiciary CommilAec. 

The bill, die second of its 
kind in Lhc U.S., Was introduced 
by conservative Rep. Ron Gam¬ 
ble (R- Oakdale) in response Co 
whaL tic called die 'increasingly 
expticil" nature of rock music 
lyrics in recent years. A similar 
bill, introduced into the Missouri 
legislature last year, dicxi in com- 
mil tee. but is expected to be 
ft introduced in this year's ses¬ 
sion, according to sources in 
Gamble's office. Hie Pennsylva¬ 
nia bill is scheduled for hearings 
in August or Severnber- 

Also covered in the Pennsyl¬ 
vania bid arc records, cassette 
tapes and compact discs contain¬ 
ing lyrics "advocating or encour¬ 
aging murder, morbid violence 
or the use of illegal drugs or 
alcohol/ Hetailers selling such 
recordings without the requisite 
stickers would be charged with a 
third degree misdemeanor.

Koch's Domestic Deceit 


L egal definitions of family arc 
finally -moving in (lie ilifer 
llOfl of the dSverse reality. 
Mayor Koch says be Is issuing an ex¬ 
ecutive order providing bereavement 
leave for the dome^ic partners of city 
employees. That and the court deci¬ 
sion granting lease succession rights 
to domestic partners are die first legal 
recognition here in Kew York, 

Ed Koch jumped on the bandwag¬ 
on after the court's succession rights 
decision. IL is ironic that hell be the 
one "ordering" city agencies to provide 
bereavement leave (the only tienefit 
being extended for now) because he 
has been the major obstacle lo legal 
recognition of domestic partnership 
here for several years 

Bereavement leave consist* of 
three days off with pay to mourn the 
dcaLh of a family member. In practice, 
Openly lesbtin and gay city employ¬ 
ees working in agencies where they 
have been comfortably "out" have 
been able to take standard bereave- 
men! leave with pay. Their agencies 
simply covered for Lhem p reporting 
them present, or out sick fc or on per¬ 
sonal days or, in some other fashion, 
doctoring Lheir records. This has been 
•Standard practice In many agencies, 
commonly known and condoned. 

Fn addition, the city's Commission 
on Human Rights ha* Intervened on 
behalf of the city employees on sever¬ 
al occasions. According lo Keith 
O'Connor, an openly ^y staff member 
there and bead of (he AIDS 
Discrimination Unit, just said, "As 
long as lhere"s an executive order ray¬ 
ing gay people arc equivalent to 
straight people, you have to extend 
those benefit* to gay people' and they 
said, "'SfeU we don't agree with. i4, but 
OK, 1 * UflfortunaLeiy the ad-hoc ap¬ 
proach did not alter official city policy. 
The first major city elected official 


to endorse the idea of legally recog¬ 
nizing domestic partners, in 1996, was 
Man ha Lean Borough President and 
mayoral candidaLc David Dinkin.* 

City Comptroller Harrison J- 
Goldin h another candidate for mayor, 
has actively attempted to pursue the 
issue. En July 19&7, an open lesbian 
employed in the Comptroller's office, 
Jennifer Brown, lost her lover. She 
took her bereavement day*, and in¬ 
stead of fudging her record, the 
Comptroller's office submitted the 



leave paperwork in routine fashion. 
The Department of Personnel (a may- 
oral agency) rejected the claim. de¬ 
manding proof that the deceased met 
eligibility criteriain other words, 
proof that she was a relation through 
eitlier btoed or manlage. 

The Comptroller then referred the 
matter to the city's Law Department. 
According lo Wayne Steinman of the 
Comptroller's offk=e 3 the in ilia! Uw 
Department review supported the ex¬ 
tension of bereavement leave to do¬ 
mestic partners, in accordance wiih 
the city's Gay Human Right* Law and 
the executive order banning discrimi¬ 
nation on the basis of sexual orkma- 


lion by city agencies. A second review 
by more senior attorneys concurred, 
but because of the potentially contro¬ 
versial nature of the ruling, A was sent 
to E>cpuly Mayor Stanley BreZertOfF. 
Hrcienoff determined that the issue 
was too hot and rejected the advice of 
the Taw Department lo revise the City 
bcteavemenL leave policy. 

Ever sincej the Mayor"* deceitful 
position ha* been that the city could 
not unilaterally alter benefits eligibility 
criteria, and that the union* Stood in 
the way of domestic partnership. Jusl 
last month, Koch was quoted in the 
Village Voice as sayinR: 'Ai required 
by state law f benefits with economic 
consequences such as health insur¬ 
ance coverage for spouses and depen¬ 
dents <x benaveni™ leave have been 
matter* reserved for collective bargain¬ 
ing/ In pointing Lhe finger. Koch nC- 
gleeted to mertion that. Lhe Metropolitan 
Labor Committee, representing the major 
city employee un ions, has supported ex¬ 
tending spousal benefits to domestic 
partners, and has bmjght the issue to 
collective bargaining. According to 
Desma Holcomb of the Amalgamated 
Qethlog and Textile Workers Unkxi and 
the Lesbian and Gay Labor Network, 
"His negotiators keep saying no." 

A* a practical matter, the only rea¬ 
son Unions might oppose extending 
benefit* to domestic partners is if they 
are asked lo give something else up in 
exchange. This would be a typically 
divisive Koch tactic. 

Ike most vocal opposition CO do¬ 
mestic partner benefits has come from 
Republican and "Liberal" mayoral can¬ 
didate Rudolph Giuliani. He 1* a 
Reagan Republican, period. He would 
probably prefer US lo be dead, or at 
least invisible and silent. 

Domestic partnership Could mean 
a lot for lesbians and gay men. E re¬

Perhaps, then, it's not surprising 
etui health and life have become for 
me she mysterious, [he perplexing. 
Illness (four hospitalization* in lhe 
list year) are ail loo drearily familiar 
to be extraordinary. 

What amazes. me, although it's 
inescapably banal to say so, are she 
moments of whai used so be called 
“life' that I am Still occasionally grant¬ 
ed. she sublime periods an between 
opportunistic infections when I can, 
for example, throw my bashing suit in 
a car and drive off somewhere to 
swim outdoors, or hike Co a picnic or 
Stand in a long line for a movie in the 
warm summer rain. 

To the noo-diagnosed, such mo¬ 
ments have the profundity of a 
Hallmark card or a John Denver 
lyric.

A* you 
say in English* somehow we've lost 
sigh! of the forest looking for the tree. 
The past 20 year* have been filled 
with struggle—we p vc been fighting 1 
bard for gay liberation., and against 
AIDS. Now we must begin lo end this 
gay diaspora which oppresses and

Draining the SWAMP

S'ftXMP (straight white 
academic male profession¬ 
als), and an ardent propo¬ 
nent of "radk.nl" mastectomy, in which 
the bfea^i with cancer, the underlying 
muscle and nearby lymph tissue are all 
removed. Rlm. the l?70s saw the deveh 
opmetit of alternative treatments for 
breast cancer: total mastectomy (in 
which the breast, but not underlying 
muscle and lymph is removed) and 
segmental fflMCCIomy (i.k.a. lumpsee- 
tomy), in which only the cancerous tis- 
Sire itself is excised, leaving lhe breast 
as complete as possible. 

^hen new treatments compete 
with traditional ones, doctors are often 
reluctant to change. The switch from 
radical to total to segmental mastecto¬ 
my was accompanied by significant 
debate, not only on the part of the 
breast surgeons, but by Che women 
themselves. In this, women with 
breast cancer prefigured people with 


AIDS in the 1980s, who often chal¬ 
lenge their doctors' judgment. 

In April 3976, the National Surgical 
Adjuvant project for Rreasi and llowd 
Cancers (NSARP) began a clinical trial 
to compare total mastectomy vs. 
lumpectomy and radiaiton vs. lumpec¬ 
tomy alone. The multicentcr trial was 
supposed to enroll 2,500 subject* and

take about three year*. Rut after 44 
months, only 519 patients had en¬ 
rolled— 16 percent of the target figure. 

In !9®Gi the NSA1JF surveyed the 
94 principal investigators (FIs) in the 
trial to SCC why enrollment was so 
slow. All the FIs were male. M*jor dif¬ 
ferences emerged between three 
groups of doctors: the 27 percent who 
enrolled eligible patients in the 
Study, the 38 percent who enrolled 
some-, and the 55 percent who enrolled 
none. Iiighlecn percent of the doctors 
believed that total mastectomy was 
better than lumpectomy, and refused 
to enroll their patient* in a trial which 
There was a chance of getting either. 
Thirry^nitK: percent of the doctors had 
trouble telling the patient he didn’t 
know which operation was better 

Yet the most troubling issue for 


the doctors in the Study by far, eirted 
by 73 percent of those who respond¬ 
ed, was concern that enrolling their 
paLienLS in a randomized clinical Trial 
would jeopardize ihe doctor*patient 
relationship. Participating in a trial in 
which the patient is randomly as¬ 
signed to alternative treatments chal¬ 
lenges the traditional assumption lliai 
doctors know 1 what’s best. This as¬ 
sumption was already in question by 
the women's movement which power¬ 
fully reasserted women’s rights to con¬ 
trol their own bodies. IliC fact that all 
the investigators were male only ag¬ 
gravated the problem. 

Ibis study was writ¬ 
ten Up by Kathryn 
Taylor, phl\ and others 
in the New Mngiand 
/dm mat of Medicine on 
0O - May 24, 1984. Many of 
Lhe issues it raises are 
acutely relevant during 
Lhe AIDS epidemic, In 
ihe case of AIDS, it may 
have been easier for 
some doctors to admit 
that they didn’t always 
know what was best for 
Lhcir patients, but hof ror 
stories transpired when doctor* insist¬ 
ed on choosing treatments far their 
[jatienTS withou* explaining them. 

Other worries of the breast sur- 
grcm* rn the Study liavc recurred dur¬ 
ing the AIDS crisis: Nine surgeons com¬ 
plained lhaL parents' preferences had 
been so influenced by the media that 
random ^ignmeil was a difficult task; 
15 surgeons believed that their rapport 
wiLh patients might be jeopardized by 
enrollment in the Lrial; of the 48 sur¬ 
geons who predicted a problem with 
die physicun-paLicnt relationship, none 
entered all their patients in the trial. 

The conflict between doctors’ 
roles as clinicians for The if patients, 
and as researchers irt the Lrial also 
emerged in the survey. Some doctors

In 
terms of the way Stations was original¬ 
ly set Up, sherc was Ibis one white 
woman who was in control of all 
these extremely powerful worsen of 
color, and before we knew it, we all 
began to feel the pressure shat she 
was under as a director, trying to pull 
c|ii5 thing together. But there's some¬ 
thing that needs to be said about the 
way ihis thing was structured, because 
it is the age-old story, and it's a posi¬ 
tion that all of us have been in all of 
our live*. All of a sudden we looked 
at each Other and said, 'Goddamn, 
there is so much power here, why do 
we tuve shis woman in this particular 
position^ 

H's extremely important for 
women, and especially women of 
color, to have control over Our own 
work. And in a predominantly Black 
and Latina collective, you cannc* have 
a white person in control it's psycho¬ 
logical. 

DRG: This woman held the purse 
strings, and she made the decisions. 
Who would be paid, whether or not 
there would be costumes, whether or 
riot there would be Special mikes, and 
all that. Is was a very controlling atmo¬ 
sphere. 

FS: The other point Lhat is impor¬ 
tant concerns our own perceptions. It 
was incredibly difficult for us to 
believe that we ccuAi do something 
for Ourselves. This is not only in terms 
of Stations, but in terms of our whole 
lives. It is a tremendous baltlc for u* 
to take on all this responsibility for 
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quj work, because it was complete ty 
convcntem ia have this white dictator 
Lo point a finder al. l : or uz Eq tyke 
control ii a struggle because it doesn't

Survivor is sometimes tender and 
sometimes a frantic farce. ll deals with 
love among the ruins of the cpidcmlc 
Jeffy Q\m Ijrnb) watched his Lover 
Brian (dangler) die 17 mornhs ago of 
AIDS, and has been unable to open 
his heart since then except to the 
occasional Erick Along comes sweet 
and sincere Mark (Stacy Shane) and 
Jerry puts aside guilt and decides true 
love can have a second go-around. 
But Brian returns from beyond lo 
thwart ihe union and lay claim to his 
lover once again — or at Lead, lay him 
for old [hue's sake. 


Soul Survivor can be corny, even 
mawkish, in its approach to a 
heartrending Issue, hue it presents the 
situation in a guodhearced way thai 
soothes many a troubled conscience, 
wrangler explains the focus of the 
show. " Ifs all right to- get on with it and 
lake the relationship LhaL you had as a 
wonderful moment In your life and 
cherish ihii. Bui there'* more id life 
than that, and as Long as you're on this 
earth, you have to take the next step. 
Otherwise, you're never going so grow; 
you might as well be as dead as Brian.' 

Wrangler is Lhe late Brian, an 
incorrigible leather queen and stud, a 
pure product of Lhe heady 70s dub 
scene in Ixm Angles where a gay man 
was measured by the number of 
notches in his bclL. Brian ha* a field 
day. lie races abotA the Stage, teasing 
Jerry and Mark and wreaking havoc 
with the twitch of a finger Wrangler 
mugs mercilessly, displaying the same 
exaggerated emotions and ironic looks 


that gav* his porn film* a qu^Y pre¬ 
viously unseen: Elumor. 



orn was.nl; cxactfy a con¬ 
scious career choice for 
Jack Stillman, the son of 
a well-known Hollywood 
producer at Fan mount, During ihe 


early 7&s, he was working on the 
Chicago dinner ibcalef circuit, directing 
fult-figured girls Betty Hull on, Yvonne 
DeCarlo and Jane Rundk "h became 


in awful grind," he recalls, "just facing 
that masi beef mghi after nigj hl a 


When his star attraction. veteran 
character actor Andy Devine, died at 
the end of a run, Stillman was left 
without a show v> lake On the road. 50 
he headed back La Lhe ^flfcst Gout to 
ply his own trade a* an actof in a nenv 
equity show called Special Friends. 
Stillman could not use hi* real name in 


the non-equity show. Waring a Wran¬ 
gler workshirt, he hit upon an alias 
that stuck. The show was scheduled 


for a hruief run, but it took off unex¬ 
pectedly and Wangle* won a local act- 
ing award. He also garnered a 
reposition* because of a scene m the 
show where he strips* ihe? centerfold 
offers starling coming in. Wangler. 
coming qrf a bad relationship, craved 
the new-found adulation. 

*lt was a waiter Miuy thing. 1 
thought, 'Wbuldnt it be nice if people 
though* I was stud of the earth when I 
knew 1 wasnlF He cxyAxfcs into a spin- 
tering bugger, his face screwing up. 

Wrangler admits that he was dos¬ 
ing lhe door on legitimate work when 
lie be^an appearing in gay pom films. 
But he is philosophical about lhe 
switch. “I wasn't being offered Jbe 
Bnkfy Bunch at the lime," he reasons. 
The L-A. starmaker scene was, and 
remains, staunchly homophobic "Wbat 
you do in your private life is perfectly 
all r ight in LA Bui don! even say Lhe 
ward "spy' in television And falm; peo¬ 
ple who run those industries dant even 
warn to Iffif from that. 1 * 

So Jack Wrangler, a shrewdly mer¬ 
chandised superstud porn war, was 
bom. And Jack Slillman Jumped into a 
fuck-by-day, fiy-by-night existence of 
drip show appearance* and eight mil¬ 
limeter wet dreams. But shy Jack still 
felt disconnected from the whole 
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cxpcjicncc. H ] felt like an outsider, like 
h sham. 3 fell t wa-SrVt * hunk, jusE 
masquerading as a hunk. E didrU Lh ink 
[ was any (;owJm *■ 

“So with all that self-doubt, at the 
end of the day h I jusa came liome and 
in die shower and tumbled out to 
dinner. ] didn't socialize much, 
because of my own insecurities, not 
because I didn't like the people." 

“My Dad once iold me, Just 
always know what ydur next chess 
move is going to be; if you're ahead 
Of the game, you'll he all right." An¬ 
gler lakes ainOllicr cigarette a-rtd shakes 
his head. "I never did know my ncjfi

]n more ways than one. The fidd 
l.J gay pom has been hit hard by Al L>5. 

wrangler nervously rationalizes why 
he's stil I healthy: “As far a£ I can figure, 
I was new anatly-oricmed, ether one 
way or another. EE certainly happened 
in several of my films, but fl wasn't my 
interest sexually. E was very frontal. Utfl 
the Lillies are not In yeti you 
sLill don't know. Up to Eh is 
ymim l r vc been negative. Rut 
tliai doesn'E mean three years 
down Ehe line...! mean, how 
| can you know?" 

But Wrangler also credits 
his well-being and health to Ehe 
woman who lured him from the pom- 
star life of drugs and SCX back in the 
Ixce 7&S- Thai was singer Margaret 
Whiting, a legend in musical circles 
since her defeat in the Afo i wfrh the hit 
song "Moonlight in Vermont.' Lxuber- 
mE and bawdy, Whaing ■* an unlikely 
bul ideal foil lo Jack's impish, impul¬ 
sive behavior. "Anybody who knows 
Margaret and I S^y they understand the 
relationship completely," Wrangler 
says. IEOW they met, the gay film Mud 
and Lhc diva, is pure Manhattan magic. 

During the rn>d-70s h cabaret per¬ 
formers, actors and rabid Ihoadway 
fans would meet every nighi at Ted 
Hook's HacksJjtgc, a celebrated after- 
lioufi hoUe on West 46th Street. Jack 
had come to New York to peddle hi* 
Studly image, wowing them three 
shows a day at The Jewel Theater 
downtown wKh a fantasy monologue 
and a simulated jerk-off scene 
, between X-ratcd films. Like other 
members of the acting profession, 
Wrangler would finish bis evenings at 
I 


Backstage One roigjhE, he was unwind¬ 
ing with his manager when lie 
glanced across the room at a woman, 
Speaking in a husky and rauCOUS 
voice, surrounded by a coterie of 
men. All Wtjnglcr could sec w*s the 
back of tier head. He turned to his 
mmi g er and said, "Whoever she is* 
that's New York’ 

When he discovered that the lively 
lady holding court w» Margaret Whit¬ 
ing, Wrangler had to introduce himscir. 
Alter all, Jack's father, Robert Stillman, 
had worked at Paramount widi jtichaid 
Whiting. Mcfs dad Moreover, tire Shll 
mans had called upon the Whitings,, 
who were Uieir neighbors in Bevcdy 
Hills many years ago. 

Whiting greeted Wrangler like a 
long-lost friend and asked him whaL he 
was doing in town. Eler nervous table- 
mates explained the nature of Wran¬ 
gler's star stature, but Whiting was 
undaunted. Later that week, laden 
down wjLh Saks Fifth Avenue bags after 


a shopping jaunt, Margaret Whiling: 
took in a matinee performance at lhc 
Jewel Theater. After his performance, 
Wrangler acknowledged his special 
guest lo the audio™. The wdL-lovcd 
diva received a Standing Ovation. 

Seemingly mismaLchcd, they built 
their relationship from there, "One 
lime I asked her to many me," Wran¬ 
gler says. "She said yes and we never 
discussed iL again." tThey've never 
tied the knot.) 

Wrangler's sexuality Is not an 
issue, but ii was Whiling who urged 
Wrangler to leave the pom buMncsS- 
"Whaieuer things 1 do, 3 do. 1 try not 
to do things Ehat hurt Margaret nr 
embarrass her professionally. We Lrust 
one another in Qur lives.’ 

There Ls no need to retread ^krfy 
days of (lie pas. Wrangler has written 
the book for a new musical, /Ifi'rtJ 
Jimmy Vatenlme, based on a short 
story by O- Henry. The piece is being 
shown to possible backers afier a suc¬ 
cessful workshop fun. En addiion. he 
is trying his hand aL collaborating on a

novel called $£ti~OuI. Elis partner in this 
project is a celebrity of the inside trader 
world. a mock man named R. E r oster 
Winans^ who spent lime in a white-col¬ 
lar prison afk-r leaking market tips from 
his column aL T he W&H Sir&tf Journal. 
The result of his Stint in prison was a 
bestseller called Trading Stems. The 
novel concerns a man who wrote a 
forgotten novel about his memories of 
a childhood friend with polio. The 
novel Is discovered and published to 
acclaim, and the chain of big mortey 
deals and broken promises begins.

“If you do Sum*' 
thing somewhat out¬ 
landish, people remember that more 
than anything else and thaTs all right 
with me." 

And all the fuss about him being 
a former porn SW, Wrangler says ho 
can't understand. Nor does he sense 
when somebody is looking directly ai 
his crotch instead of his face on first 
meeting.

This year being the fifteenLh anniversary of Olivia 
Rff^rof^ds, Dlugaca has planned a series of special events, 
the most exciting being a year-long concert tour which 
will take the company* roster of anisis all over the coun¬ 
try. The culmination of this protect takes place at 
Carnegie flail this fall, but ibis Eoor shouldn't bn per¬ 
ceived as a potential end of an era...merely the cominua' 
lion of one.

That statcvncnl marks ihe kinship between Megatone 
and Olivia.

Angered by the Court's ruling that 
flag-burning was a valid fofm of dis^ 
sent) Bush began his campaign for a 
const Hut tonal amendment banning 
the desecration of the American flag. 
Two weeks after the Hag ruling,, Bush 
reiterated his support for a const itu- 
1 ions I amendment banning abortion. 

Bush has received strong biparti¬ 
san support for his flag-protect ion ini¬ 
tiative, and legislators nationwide 
have aligned with him on the abor¬ 


tion issue as well. And though polls 
show that over 75 pexocnt of Ameri¬ 
cans approve of abortion under some 
circumstance, a majority of legislators 
are anti-abortion rights, 

The impact of Supreme Court 
decisions is felt for years beyond the 
deealon itself. The legacy of the liber¬ 
al Court of Earl Warren changed the 
shape of American politics and civil 
rights in the 15>60§ and 70s. The Rea¬ 
gan Court has moved to overturn 
some Of those decisions, and to 
rescind a vast majority uncivil liU-rtreS, 
reversing the gains made by minoraies 
and women in the last 25 yens. 

BuL as threatening as the conser¬ 
vative wave of the Court may be, the 
iinpan of constitutional manipulation 
is far more destructive, because of is 
permanence. 

Once adopted, a constitutional 
amendment can Only be rescinded by 
another constitutional amendment 
(see sldeharX This has only happened 
once in this century, in the case of 
Prohibition. 

Constitutional amendments are 
ihe purview of ihc Congress and slate 
legislatures, not Lhe popular vole. The 
most rcccnl failure of a drive for a 


constitutional amendment was with 
the Ixjual Bights Amendment, or ERA, 
even though over 70 pcncen* of the 
population favored its adoption. In 
the case of abortion, as with the ERA, 
a majority of legislators oppose it. 

There is hide doubt Bush will get 
his Flag amendment adopted. IF ii 
passes, it will be the first lime since 
Rrohibiiion that Americans lose a ngbi 
they previously had. 

This history of the amendment 
adoption procedure also shows that 
they tend to come in du^ers. And the 
legacy of constitutional alteration is 
far more threatening to the nation 
than even the legacy of Reagan F s 
court. T
